early development of the situation 
may be expected.

Thla opinion is based 
on the very heavy bombardnunt of 
the Russian stronghold that occurred 
on September 16, for such a bombard- 
jnent forms tbi usual prelude to an as- 
sault; on tHk arrival here of Import- 
ant niess<'n^;ers from I'dtt Arfliiir ;it 
a time when lti<' riinnin>? of the bli>cl<- 
ade is extremely pt rilous; on a recent 
authoritative statement that the Japan- 
^e siege works are completed, and 
on reports from Japanese Rourcea that 
at Port Dalny an assault was expect- 
ed to take place in a few days. These 
reports were received last week. 

In addition to the foregoing there is 
the common knewledge that the Japa- 
neae realise that their continued lnao>. 
tiv^ Increases the resisting power of 
the Russian garrison, and their con- 
Heqiient de.^iif to iual\e such period 
of inactivity as brief as possible. 

AccordlnK to Lieut Prince Radzl- 
vil, of the Russian army, who reached 
here Sunday from Port Arthnr, bear- 
ing dispatches from Lievit. Gen. Stoes- 
ael, the coniniander-in-chlef of the' 
forces of the Russian stronghold to 
Qen. Kuropatkln, the temper of the 
belligerents at Port Arthur has now 
reaebed an absolotely merciless stage. 

It was set forth in these dispatches 
some weeks apn that serious suspic- 
ions were entertained by both bellig- 
erents that the other was misusing the 
Red Cross flag. These suspicions have 
been increased by the commission of 
various acts by the soldiers of both 
armies, imtil now even flags of truce 
or surrender are not respected by 
either side. 

Prince Radzivil declaims that the 
men of both armies are absolutely ven- 
omons in their antagonism. Lieut. 
Qen. Stoessel has addressed hls'gar- 
rtaon saying that the present mood of 
the Japanese. indicates clearly the ne- 
cessity of resisting them to the last 
drop of Russian blood, because if the 
Japanese soldiers entered the fortress 
it undoubtedly would be impossible 
for their olBcera to control them and 
prevent a massacre. For this reason 
Lieut. Qen. Stoessel is makiuK no ob- 
jection to civilians leaving Fort Ar- 
thur. When the 300 women who are 
in Port Arthur engaged in hospital 
work were advised to leave, they re- 
plied that' they would rather face the 
possibility of a massacre than desert 
.their posts. 

lu consequence of the fact that flag.^ 
of truce are ignored, numbers of Japa- 
nese dead, who have been lying on the 
■lopes of the hills of the northeast de- 
fense for weeks past, are still Tin- 
buried, and the stench in Port Arthur 
from decomposing bodies, when the 
wind is in the right direction, is al- 
most unendurable. The Russian aol- 
diers. who are In some oaaei i>osted 
only 50 paces from heaps of decaying 
dead, have constantly to wear over 
their noses handkerchiefs 'soaked in 
camphor, as otherwise they would hf 
unable to remain at their posts.

PRINCE BISCARCK DEAD. 



H« Was the Son of the Late Cbancel* 
lor of Qermany.'' 



Frieilrichsrhue. Sept. 19.— Prince 
Herlx'it Hisiiiarck died peacefully at 
10:15 o'clock Sunday morning. 

Prince Bismarck was bom in 1849, 
and was the oldest son of the late 
Prince Otto Bismarck, the great chan- 
cellor of the German empire. He 
studied law in the Berlin and Bon uni- 
versities, served In the Prussian army 
fcs a lieutenant of reserves during the 
Franco-German war of 1870-71. and 
was severely woimded at the battle of 
Mars-laTour. In 1873 Herbert be- 
came an official of the department of 
foreign affairs, and was assistant to 
his father, thtfn chancellor. Later on 
the deceased became councillor of the 
Oennan embassy in London, and sub- 
sequently occupied the same position 
at St. Petersburg. In 1884 he was 
appointed minister extraordinary at 
The Hague, and in 1885 he became 
under secretary of state in the depart- 
ment of foreign affairs. This post Her- 
bert held until the dismissal of hia 
father from the chancellorship, when 
he left the service of the empire. From 
]S(84 to 1887 (ho deceased was a mem- 
ber of Jthe German relchstag and also 
from 1S9S until the time of his death. 
He was married in 1892 to Countess 
Margaret Hoyes, of the Hungarian no- 
liiliiv. and after the deafli of his 
father he inherited the title of prinre. 
The deceased had only one sister, who 
is the wife of Count Von Rentzau. His 
brother William died In 1901. Prince 
Herbert leaves five children, two girls 
and three boya. The Countess Von 
Rentsau baa no children. 

AMJtRICAN WAR VlttlLt. 

I'A Number ef Them Arrived at the 
Fort of New York Sunday. 

New York. Sept. l!t.— The battleship 
Kearsarge, the flagship of Rr. Adm. 
Barker, commander-in-chief of the 
North Atlantic fleet and the Maitie, the 
Alabama and the Missouri of the bat- 
tleship squadron. North Atlantic fleet, 
arrived in iK)rt Sunday from the Medi- 
terranean cruise by way of Menem- 
sha Bight, and are anchored off Tomp- 
kinsvllle, Btaten Island. 

The cruiser Minneapolis, the flagship 
of Rr. Adm. Wise, commander-in-chief 
of the Atlantic training shi|) squadron, 
also arrived Sunday from Menemsha 
Bight, and la anchored off Toihpkins- 
vllle. 

Thefe vessels will be Joined in a 

day or two by the battteships Illinois. 
Iowa, Massachusetts and Texas, and 
the cruisers Columbia and Prairie, 
making one rtf the strongest aggrega- 
tions of naval vessels that ever vis- 
ited this port The fleet is being as- 
sembled to do honors on behalf , of the 
American navy at the launching of the 
battleship Connecticut at the Brooklyn 
navy yard next week. 

On their way from target ground to 
this port the four battleships under 
Adm. Barker engaged in a spirited 
four-hour race, in which the Missouri 
came put winner by some 900 yards. 
The occasion was the semi-annual full 
power trial jiresenbed by naval regu- 
lations. The speed they attained dur 
Ing the test was about 16% knots.

10.— .\s 
the result of the jealousy of a rival 
lover, John Harris, a well known Ne- 
gro, is dead; Jennie Smith, of Pitts- 
burg, has a broken back and will die, 
and Julia White la so severely cut 
that she may not recover; a house on 
east Rare street, l)aek of the Baltimore 
& Ohio railroad shops is blown up, 
and Krnest Holllns and John Thomp- 
son are in Jail, charged with murder, 
the result of a Saturday night dance 
at the home of Julia White. 

Holllns and Harris were rivals for 
the hand of the Smith woman. Satur- 
day night it was intended to hold a 
dance at Julia White's, and John Har- 
ris took the Smith wcanan to the 
hotise shortly before 1 o'clock Sunday 
niorninj;. TTollins, who was heartj to 
remark earlier in the evi nin;; that he 
would not stay in the house over night, 
is supposed to have gone with Thomp- 
son, a friend, and stolen the dynamite, 
placed It under the house and put it 
off. For squares around the houses 
were shaken, windows broken and the 
house Itself so badly torn up that it 
will have to he destroyed. There Is 
Intense excitement among the Ne- 
groes, but no trouble is anticipated.

LABOR SITUATION. 

In the First Quarter of the Year, 
in a Few Indastries, Em- 
plbyment Was Poor. 

WAS MUCH IMPROVEMENT UTER. 



Twenty of the V\ !>i^iMiles K'esiilted 
in Favor of the Kiuitloyers uiid 
rivesia Favor of Employes. 



Nine Were Compromised, and Nearly 
All Made Upon Demand for In- 
creased Wages. Which Waa 
the Leading Cause. 

Albany, N. Y., Sfi)t. ir*. -TI10 quar- 
terly bulletin of the state department 
of labor issued Sunday has this to 
say aa to the situation in state and 
nation. 

In the first quarter of the year, ow- 
ing to labor disputes, unusually cold 
and stormy weather and lessened ac- 
tivity in a few industries, employment 
was very poor; but subsequently there 
was so much improvement tha^ June 
and July actually surpassed the record 
year 1902. Among approximately 
100.000 wage earners in the various in- 
dnatriea of the state, 157 per 1.000 
were earners in the various industries 
of the state, 1:J7 per l.dOO were report- 
ed Idle at the end of .luiie. ! • i~ 
compared with iil and 145 in June, 
1908, and 1902, respectively; for the 
close of July In 1902, 1003 and i;>04. 
the respective ratios were l.')G, 178 
and 148. The principal cause of this 
improvement was the phenomeal ac- 
tivity in construction work In the lead- 
ing cities. 

Conditions of employment in the en- 
tire country manifest similar improve- 
ment, according to the late statistics 
collected by the American Federation 
of Labor In the September issue of 
the American Kederationist tlie oll'i. 
magazine of the federation, it is .stated 
that among 86,460 members of the 
1,081 local unions making returns for 
July, 1.6 per cent, were without em- 
ployment at the close of the month, 
while a month earlier the 1.891 unions 
making returns reported 6.1 per cent, 
of the membership as unemployed, add 
In July. the precentage of unem- 
ployed was" :! ; 3. 

Referring to stril^.s. the l,ulleiin 
said that the .two overshadowing dis- 
putes fOr the second quarter of thla 
year were the masters and pilots on 
the (Jreat Lakes an. I the New York 
Clothing Trades stiike against the 
"open shop". It adds: 

"In the labor disputes about 2.'>.iM0 
employes were directly, concerned, and 
prolial)ly aa many more thrown out of 
employment from seme |)art of the 
period of the dispute, the total num- 
ber of working days loat. being eati* 
mated at more than one m'.lllon. 
About onehalf a million days' time 
was I'.'-t ly the 1 iKUl masters and 
pilots and li.e lO.tino other mtirlne 
workmen ttom New York state effected 
by the fortser's dispute with' the Lake 
Carriers' assoMation. The total num- 
lier iif wo' k^i s directly ( (uicerite.l In 
disputes l)cgun in April, -May and .liine 
was 39.500, and the aggregate number 
of work days lost was 1.923.000. Twen- 
ty of the 43 disputes resulted In favor 
of the emidoyers and only five in fa- 
vor of the employes, wliile nine were 
compromised. Tiie r. iniuoniises were 
nearly all made up )n demands for in- 
creased wages which waa still the lead- 
ing cause of <lis'putes. The emidoyers 
were almost imifornily successful in 

the disputes involving trade unloai> 

ism." ,
